magnifying God in the different lan- 
guages the Lord had given them. It is 
impossible to praise God from the heart 
and not have the joy of salvation run- 
ning over the brim of the soul. Gone 
are the mountains of trouble, cares, and 
perplexing ‘things when the soul be- 
comes enraptured in praises to its Re- 
deemer and Coming King! The one out- 
side of Christ sometimes takes the imi- 
tation the devil has of this wonderful 
blessing, goes Out to become intoxicated 
to forget his troubles, becomes sober to 
find the mountain of them larger. But, 
thank God, not so the Christian! Living 
with a constant supply of divine grace 
being fed to his soul, he is lifted above 
his troubles and hard places to sit in 
heavenly places with Christ Jesus! 


Second, the soul that is being filled 


with the Spirit is hard to hurt! 


A well known minister had to make 
a change of trains in London one fogey 
night, and found that he had some time 
before he was to catch the outgoing one. 
He walked about the vicinity of the 
depot passing the time until his train 
left and became engrossed in a conver- 
sation with an English Bobbie—a police- 
man. Learning that he had time to 
spend, the Bobbie invited him to make 
the rounds of his beat. The invitation 
was accepted. Before long, they were 
in a section of London jammed with 
pubs and “drinkeries.” Passing in front 
of one of these, they discovered a poor 
derelict of humanity who had been 
tossed out of a pub and was lying un- 
conscious in a gutter half-filled with icy 
water. The minister became very con- 
cerned over his condition, but not the 
Bobbie. Dragging the drunk out of the 
water onto the curb, he quickly ascer- 
tained that the man was still alive, and 
stomped off to phone the police wagon. 
The wagon came immediately, the un- 
fortunate was dumped unceremoniously 
into the back and the door slammed shut. 
As the vehicle drove away, the minister 
could stand it no longer and frantically 
told the Bobbie that he was sure the 
drunk unless he had some medical at- 
tention, would be in danger of dying. 
The Bobbie drew his two-hundred thirty 


pounds up to his full six-feet four, and 
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growled down at the preacher below 
him, “Hmmmph! That wreck is so full 
of the stuff, that nothing else could ever 
hurt him!” 


Not to be desired in any way is drunk- 
enness with natural wine. But, says 
Paul, “be being filled with the Spirit.” 
Where there is too much friction in the 
church, more oil of the Holy Spirit will 
ease heat generated by such trouble and 
make things work smoothly. Where one 
personality runs cross-grain with another, 
feelings are not likely to be hurt if both 
are being filled with the Spirit! Indeed, 
outsiders must give witness that we have 
passed from death unto’ life, because we 
love the brethren. The child of God that 
is being filled with the Spirit is hard to 
hurt because he has no room for the 
carnal nature when~ he is completely 


filled with the Spirit! 


The soul that is “being filled with 
the Spirit” is liberal! It may be that our 
first thought in this vein. turns to 
finances, because the pocketbook jis so 
close to the heart. I’m sure, however, 
that this truth goes beyond this wonder- 
ful blessing of giving of our natural 
means for the cause of Christ into each 
avenue of expression in Christian liv- 
ing. In praying, do you spend as much 
time telling Him about the needs of 
others as about your own? Are you as 
liberal in the expending of energy and 
time for Christ as you are in making 
certain of your own personal success? 


My father, years ago during the era 
of prohibition, went into the high 
Sierras on a fish-planting expedition. 
The men were all to stay one night at 
the home of a certain chief ranger. To 
impress upon the men the kindness(?) 
of his hospitality, the ranger brought 
out, at the end of the meal, several bot- 
tles of intoxicating drinks. My father, 
a Christian, excused himself from the 
table and went into another part of the 
house, wrapped himself up in a blanket 
and laid down to sleep. He was awak- 
ened in a little while by the sound of 
loud voices in an argument. He listened 
for a moment and then walked to the 
edge of the dining room and looked in. 
It seems that the ranger had called in a 
certain Indian gentleman from whom 
he wished to buy an Indian corn grinder, 
or mortar and pestle. The Indian wanted 
something like, twenty-five dollars for it, 
and the ranger wouldn’t give him more 
than five. The argument resulted. It 
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died down, however, when the ranger 
persuaded the owner of the corn grinder 
to sit down with him and drink out of 
one of the bottles on the table. My 
father retired again for another try at 
his much needed sleep. Before long his 
sleep was interrupted again. This time 
the voices were loud and very angry, 
and it rather looked as though there 
might be one dead Indian in those parts 
before morning. Dad looked into the 
dining room to see if there was any 
chance of his acting in the ofhce of 
peace-maker. He found, this time, the 
ranger was vehemently insisting that 
the Indian, since he was such a good 
friend, take at least twenty-five dollars 
for the corn grinder, while the Indian 
said no, he couldn’t do that, and wouldn't 
consider taking a penny over five!!! That 
both of the men were intoxicated may 
be rightly assumed. 

Few of us may ever see a really “hilar 
ious giver” that the Lord loves. The 
fact remains that it will only be as we 
are “being filled with the Spirit” mo- 
mentarily that we shall find ourselves 
the liberal Christians we so often think 
ourselves as being, but which frequently 
we are not. In a word, this is the only 
completely happy place for the child 
of God to be. 

To receive that joy and blessing again 
that once we knew, what should we do? 
The same thing we did when the Lord 
filled us with His precious Spirit—pray 
through, consecrate ourselves com- 
pletely again, wait on Him, praise Him! 
Surely, with Paul, we shall find it neces- 
sary not to be “drunk with wine, where- 
in is a tendency toward excess; but (we 


can) be being filled with the Spirit!”

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A Word to Witness

-Of great importance to the work of 
the Lord and the progress of the church 
of Jesus Christ are two portions of Scrip- 
ture it would be well to consider. The 
first one is found in 2 Timothy 1:8— 
“Be not thou therefore ashamed of the 
testimony of our Lord, nor of me his 
prisoner: but be thou partaker of the 
afflictions of the gospel according to the 
power of God.” ‘The Apostle Paul was 
writing to his timid son in the faith, 
Timothy, exhorting him not to be 
ashamed to testify about our Lord, for 
Timothy was rather afraid, having seen 
that Paul had been taken prisoner for 
the testimony of Jesus Christ. In sub- 
stance he says “But do not be ashamed 
of a prisoner of the Lord like me; join 
me in bearing sufferings for the gospel 
by the power of God who has saved us 
and called us to a life of consecration.” 
This was the plea that came from the 
great hero of the gospel, not only to 
Timothy but also unto all who are saved 
by the power of God. 

Let us be persuaded to such a con- 
secration in God. His grace will be all 
sufficient at all times and in all places 
to cause us ever to triumph in our testi- 
mony concerning our Lord Jesus Christ. 
“For God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love, and 
of a sound mind” (1 Tim. 1:7). Let 
us be witnesses unto the end of the 
earth, that the sound of the gospel will 
be heard in all places and wherever 
we may go. 

It may be asked why it is so important 
that we testify. Let us consider the sec- 
ond Scripture. “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every- 
one that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also the Greek.” (Rom. 1:16). We 
should ever realize that there is no other 
gospel or testimony that will bring sal- 
vation unto a lost world, none but that 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and it will 
bring salvation unto all people in all 
places if they will only believe.

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T= last verse of the second chapter of 
~~ 2 Timothy reads, “And that they may 
recover themselves out of the snare of 
the devil, who are taken captive by him 
at his will.” It seems generally to be 
taken for granted that the pronouns 
“him” and “his” in this passage refer to 


the devil, and that the people who have 


been taken captive by him have been 
taken captive at his will. That the devil 
takes people captive there can be no 
question, and that many are in captiv- 
ity to him at the present time we are 
all willing to concede. But, if he can 
can take people captive at his will, how 
does it happen that we have not all been 
taken captive? I am quite fully con- 
vinced that the most of us have had a 
wrong understanding of the passage, 
and that we ought to be set right. 


Several years ago I wrote an article 
for the Pentecostal Evangel in which I 
expressed in one of the paragraphs a 
doubt as to the generally accepted in- 
terpretation of the text, and at the same 
time a conviction that it is the servant 
of the Lord who takes captive those to 
whom, under his ministry, God grants 
repentance unto life, that they may do 
the will of God rather than continue in 
the service of Satan. The article ap- 
peared in due time, but the entire para- 
graph that dealt with this text and set 
forth what I then believed, and now 
feel quite certain, is the correct inter- 
" pretation, was deleted by somebody at 
headquarters who apparently thought 
the interpretation was erroneous, or, at 
least, very questionable. 


I have been looking into the matter 
recently, and have discovered that if ] 
am a heretic there are others who are 
heretics too. The construction I have 
| given the passage is not exclusively mine 

by any means. I. will set down here 
some of the more recent translations 
that indicate that a number of scholars 
have a conception of the meaning of 
the inspired writer that corresponds 
with mine. Certainly these authorities 
are worthy of consideration. 


The Revised Version: “And they 
may recover themselves out of the snare 
of the devil, having been taken captive 
(marg. Gr. taken alive) by the Lord’s 


servant unto the will of God.” 


The New Testament in Modern Eng- 
lish: “And they may come to their 
senses again, and escape the snare of 
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“Taken Captive By Him At His Will’

the devil, as they are restored to life by 
God to do His will.” 

The New Testament in Basic Eng- 
lish: “And so they may get themselves 
free from the net of the Evil One, being 
made prisoners of the Lord’s servant, for 
the purpose of God.” 

The Twentieth Century New Testa- 
ment: “And they may yet come to a 
sober mind, and escape from the snares 
of the Devil, when captured by the 
Lord’s Servant to do the will of God.” 

Dr. Robert D. Weekes: “And they 
may come to their senses out .of the 
snare of the Devil, (though they have 
been taken captive by him, ) so as to do 
the will of God.” 

Moffatt: “They may come to their 
senses again, and escape the snare of the 
devil, as they are brought back to life 
by God to do His will.” 

Berkeley Version: “And they may 
come to their senses and be freed from 
the snare of the devil under whom they 
have been taken captive, to do His will.” 
It will be observed that in this render- 
ing the last pronoun begins with a cap- 
ital, indicating that it refers to God 
and not to the devil. 

Dr. Marvin R. Vincent in his noted 
“Word Studies in the New Testament” 
writes, “At his will Ceis to ekeinou the- 
lemma). Better, unto his will: that is, 
to do his (God’s) will. The whole will 
then read: ‘And that they may return 
to soberness out of the snare of the devil 
(having been held captive by him) to 
do God’s will.’” 

A note in the Companion Bible is 
worth transcribing. It reads as follows: 

“The pronouns ‘him’ and ‘His’ have 
not the same reference. The first refers 
to the servant, the second to God, and 
the meaning of the passage is, the devil 
stirs up those he has ensnared to oppose, 
lest God should give them repentance, 
and lest, having been taken captive by 
God’s servant, they should escape the 
snare, to do the will of God.” 

It will be seen that, while these au- 
thorities differ on some points in their 
understanding of the text, they are all 
agreed that it is the will of God and not 
the devil that the inspired writer has in 
mind when he speaks of “his will.” 


The word rendered “taken captive” 
means taken alive, and it is an interest- 
ing fact that the only other passage 
where the word is found in the whole 
New Testament is Luke 5:10, where 
it is rendered “catch.” The disciples 
had launched out into the deep, at the 
command of the Master, and they had 
let down their net for a draught, “and 
when they had this done, they enclosed 
a great multitude of fishes: and their net 
brake.” They beckoned to their part- - 
ners to come and help them, and they 
filled both of the boats so that they be- 
gan to sink. Peter was astonished, and 
so were all the others “at the draught 
of the fishes that they had taken.” It 
was at that time that Jesus said unto 
Simon Peter, “Fear not; from hence- 
forth thou shalt catch (Newberry Bible, 
marg. catch alive) men.” 

This is very interesting. Jesus had 
said, “Follow Me, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” On this occasion, fol- 
lowing the instructions of the Master, 
they had caught a great multitude of 
fishes. It was indeed a great miracle, and 
appears to have been designed to be in- 
dicative of the fact that if they fol- 
lowed the instructions of their Lord 
as faithfully in fishing for souls as they 
had in fishing for fish they would be 
blessed in their efforts with equal suc- 
cess. 

Here is an illuminating comment that 
I find in Jamieson, Fausset & Brown’s 
Commentary: “Different Greek pro- 
nouns stand for ‘him’ and ‘his’; and the 
Greek for ‘taken captive’ means not cap- 
tivated for destruction, but ‘for being 
saved alive, as in Luke 5:10, “Thou 
shalt catch men to save them unto life;’ 
also there is no article before the Greek 
participle, which the English Version 
‘who are taken captive,’ would require. 
Therefore translate, “That they may 
awake,’ etc., taken as saved (and will- 
ing) captives by him (the servant of the 
Lord, v. 24), so as to follow the will of 
HIM (the Lord, v.24, or God, v.25). 
There are here two evils, the ‘snare’ 
and sleep, from which they are de- 
livered: and two goods to which they. 
are translated, awaking and deliverance. 
Instead of Satan’s thrall comes the free

El Salvador 

Brother Ralph D. Williams, superin- 
tendent of the work in El Salvador, and 
head of the Bible Institute in that coun- 
try, writes: 

“We are especially thankful for the 
wonderful opportunity the Lord has 
given us in the Bible Institute this year. 
We have the largest group of students 
yet to come in. ‘There were 78 to come 
in from the five Republics. What God 
is going to do with these fine Christian 
workers only eternity will tell. It is true 
that we urgently need more missionaries, 
and the:call rings clear and strong, but 
we also need to see the national Chris- 
tians get under the burden and take 
hold of the work of evangelization and 
pastoring if the missionaries’ work is 
to be permanent. That is exactly our 
aim, to lead the national workers and 
to prepare them to carry on the Lord's 
work on this field. God calls these men 
into the ministry after they have heard 
the gospel and have been saved. Then 
we do all in our power to encourage 
them in the ministry and to give them 
the Bible training they must have. 

“We ourselves have not: given up 
evangelizing or the many other phases 
of missionary endeavor, but Bible school 
for these fellows, who, in many cases, 
only a few short years ago were living 
in indescribable darkness and spiritual 
ignorance, is a must, and we are trying 
to give it its rightful place. 

“Think of our consternation as the 

opening date of the Institute drew near 
to realize that the number applying for 
entrance was reaching almost twice that 
of previous years. Our capacity was 
soon reached, stretched, and then hope- 
lessly passed. We felt that we could not 
turn down any who were duly recom- 
mended and that this increase in num- 
ber was to be a test for our faith. We 
rushed orders for 30 additional beds 
(canvas cots), desks for forty, chairs, 
dining tables and other equipment, and 
pressed workmen to speed up the com- 
pletion of two new rooms that would 
serve as dormitories. The food consump- 
tion has been enormous, and with pres- 
ent prices as they are, we leave you to 
imagine what began to happen to our 
Bible School Student Fund. But God 
is good, and although heavily overdrawn 
for a time, He has seen us through, and 
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now we are looking forward to a happy 
termination in a few weeks, with all the 
storms safely passed.”

Days 

December 5 was the 13th anniver- 
sary of the repeal of prohibition—an 
experiment which was in its thirteenth 
year when abandoned. 


In the years since, the country has 
than  1,800,000,000 


000: gallons of wine and 21,700,000,000 
gallons of beer. 

And almost $60,000,000,000—roughly 
equivalent to: one third of this year’s 
entire national income from wages, 
rents, investments, and other sources— 
have been paid for. by consumers to meet 
the bill. This includes a sharp federal, 
state, and local tax “take.” 

The Federal’ Government alone has 
taken in around $12,000,000,000 from 
levies on alcohol since repeal became 
effective. Currently it gets from alcohol 
taxes about 5 cents out of every dollar 
of its revenue. 

New Weapons Dwarf “A Bomb” 

While the United States.and Rus- 
sia clashed over what to do with the 
atomic bomb, Great Britain has in- 


formed the United Nations that there 


are “other more terrible weapons” which 
must be outlawed immediately. Sir 


Hartley Shawcross of Britain Cin his 
speech to the U.N.’s 54-nation political 
and security committee), did not hint 
at the weapons which inspired his re- 
marks but presumably they include 
bacteriological warfare. 

It was said that Russia’s plan is aimed 
at getting rid of the atomic bomb, but 
keeping the veto over all other steps 
toward reduction and prohibition of 
armaments. Soviet Russia is trying to 
win U.N. approval of a “narrow and 
circumscribed” disarmament program 
which would leave nations free to main 
tain “other weapons of mass destruction’ 
while requiring the United States to 
scrap her atomic bombs. There must be 
a system of international inspection. 
This inspection should reach every prop- 
er avenue, every factory, every chemical 
plant that may relate to the atomic 
bomb or to other warlike measures. 


Crime Increases 

The forecast of a 20 per cent increase 
in crime in California during the next 
year was the basis of a request for 135 
new employes in the State Bureau of 
Criminal Identification and Investiga- 
tion. 

George Brereton, chief of the Bureau, 
told the State Finance Department at 
a budget hearing that an accelerated 
crime wave started in California at the 
outbreak of the war and shows no signs 
of letting up. 

“Since VJ Day our criminal work in 
Los Angeles County has increased 100 
per cent,” he said, “We have been aver- 
aging 1,000 felonies a month.” 

Brereton declared the work of his 
bureau has increased 50.47 per cent 
since 1941. Johnson declared the peak 
should be reached around 1949 or 1950 
and pointed out the peak after World 
War I came in 1923. 


WCTU to Demand U.S. Anti-Liquor 
Advertising Law 

The National Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union plans to have 1,000 
“prominent people including representa- 
tives from every state” in Washington 
late this winter for Congressional hear- 
ings on _anti-liquor advertising legisla- 
tion, the Pennsylvania chapter of the 
WCTU has revealed. 

It disclosed that the WCTU intends 
to spend $10,000 in an advertising cam- 
paign in religious newspapers next year.

The Preacher’s Theme for the New Year 


by THe SUPERINTENDENT 


Though we live in a changing world, 
the essential content of gospel preach- 
ing must ever be the same. The preacher 
who keeps mentally and spiritually alert, 
with the spirit of wisdom and revelation 
abiding upon him, will, of course, im- 
prove his technique, and growing abil- 
ities in handling the Word of God will 
be reflected in a new appreciation of 
his ministry and a new fulness of bless- 
ing that stems from it. Yet the basic 
elements in the message—the glorious 
gospel of Christ, like our Lord Himself 
—is the same yesterday, today, and for- 
ever. 

In our day, as in the first century, 
certain princes of this world pine for 
“another gospel.” Like their predeces- 
sors they “would pervert the gospel of 
Christ.” I am reminded here of the 
Pharisees who corrupted the stream of 
religion in their day. Drifting from their 
true center and gradually shifting the 
emphasis from the weightier matters of 
the law, they became enmeshed in a 
complex hodgepodge of law and tra- 
dition that ended in apostasy and judg- 
ment. A word from Paul at this point 
is pertinent, “Beware lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and vain deceit 
after the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after Christ.” 

There is every reason now for keep- 
ing on guard against an unconscious 
drift from the great essentials of the 
faith. Great churches are being grad- 
ually eased away from their spiritual 
moorings; and the end is not yet. Per- 
haps a good resolution for those who 
minister to the household of faith would 
be that we shall cram our sermons 
with gospel truth and keep extraneous 
matter to the barest minimum. Why 
should a church audience be dragged 
through Egyptian pyramids, over dusty 
trails of archaeologists, and through lab- 
oratories where tiny atoms are subjected 
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to cataclysmic pressure, under the guise 
of preaching? Illustrative material, of 
course, may be gleaned from any and 
every source. I am only insisting here 
that, as ministers, we major in the gos- 
pel. Our one master passion should be 
to present Christ to the people. 

Why should moderns, like pagan 
Athenians, be so concerned “either to 
tell or to hear some new thing’? We 
are quite content with the sunshine 
though it is ever the same. There are 
no new arrangements of the starry 
heavens that “declare the glory of God.” 
Each year the trees and flowers put on 
a new beauty parade, but there are no 
variations from the original pattern, and 
for this satisfying beauty and depend- 
ability in nature we may well give thanks 
to God, since all this is truly “the finger 
of God.” 

Perfect Deity was mirrored perfectly 
in one supreme revelation of the Eternal 
when the Word that was with God and 
was God “was made flesh and dwelt 
among us” and men “beheld His glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth.” Verily 
He is all in all. He is all of our righteous- 
ness, our sanctification, and our redemp- 
tion. He is all of our gospel, the adorable 
all-glorious Lord Jesus of Bethlehem, 
Calvary, and Olivet. Let the tallest trees 
of the wood clap their hands while stal- 
wart sons of men bow in deepest ado- 
ration. 

Every note in the gospel symphony 
fits into the perfect harmony of God's 
creative-redemptive plan, the incarna- 
tion, vicarious suffering, resurrection 
and exaltation, His present mediation 
and personal indwelling, His age-long 
ministry as Baptizer in the Holy Spirit, 
His coming again in power and great 
glory to break in pieces the kingdoms of 
this world and reign in righteousness 
“from the river to the ends of the earth.”

The writer was taught as a child a 


| false doctrine that Jesus atoned not for 
our sins but for Adam’s sin. Then when 


convicted by the Holy Spirit that he 
was a sinner he could. not believe that 


‘Christ could save him by faith in the 
» atonement as taught in the Bible. The 
| proper doctrinal teaching in Sunday 


School could have meant victory in- 
stead of defeat. 


In child evangelism we sometimes, 
to test and teach doctrine, question the 
children along these lines. In nearly 


every instance when asked if God had 


a father like most boys and girls have, 
the answer is a definite yes, a yes that 
says no to the most fundamental issues 
of Christian doctrine, and a dangerous 
one. 


The teaching of doctrines need not 
be dry or difficult to interest children. 
The same methods and material can 
be used for these lessons that are used 
for Bible stories. For the atonement 
lesson a chemical solution changing 
black water to red and then to clear can 
be ‘used very effectively. For the new 
birth, the Lamb of God, etc., the Kata- 
crat lessons are good. Tithing can be 
taught children, becoming a good habit 
that helps overcome selfishness. A small 
bank or jar left in the classroom into 


which new tithers may drop their pen- 


nies (most children have a little money ) 
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for missionaries or orphans, illustrated 
with an attractive picture or feltogram 
story, is sure to produce results. After 
presenting a practical illustration of 
multiplying his offering, “give and it 
shall be given unto you,” this little boy 
immediately paid the few cents tithe 
cheerfully for he had learned the law 
of tithing and its benefits to him. 

Certainly in view of a general moral 
breakdown of the marriage relation, 
children cannot be taught too early in 
life the value of the Christian ideal for 
a happy and godly home, which they 
should expect to have someday. How 
beautifully the fatherhood of God may 
be taught in type through the human 
relationship. 

Divine healing, the second coming, 
the rapture, separation, and all essen- 
tial doctrines should be taught children 
while they are in a more teachable 
stage. There is a right way and method 
which most children can understand, 
that though they may not always live 
up to it, yet they shall not easily depart 
from it. A strong barrier of consistent 
and patient teaching will give them a 
chance to. withstand the false and dan- 
gerous teachings that face them in the 
world. 


Hints to the Sunday School Teacher 


1. Have the cupboard of your knowl- 
edge well stocked. 

2. Let God prepare the teacher. As 
much prayer as study. 

3. Make your lessons extremely in- 
teresting—add spice and illustrations. 

4. Be personal with your class. Heart 
to heart . . . firm but friendly. 

5. Attract attention of your scholars 
by anointing and freedom. 

6. Keep in touch with every pupil 
_.. visit their home . . . note absentees. 

7. Never be late. Never be absent. 
Urge your class to remain for church. 

8. Put every one in your class to 
work bringing in new pupils. 

9. Be not weary in well doing. .. be 
patient . . . practice what you teach. 

10. Lead every scholar to Christ as 
soon as possible.—The Bulletin.

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Glad Tidings Bible Institute Notes 
by Dean Frank M. Boyp 


Glad Tidings Bible Institute has been 
having an unusually fine year in many 
respects. The student enrollment of 170 
has greatly exceeded any year since 
1939. The spiritual tone has been high 
and the presence and power of God has 
been richly manifest in revival and in 
the subsequent blessing. Classes were 
suspended for two days in November 
when the Holy Spirit through His 
faithful convicting ministry enabled the 
student body to make some vital adjust- 
ments in their lives to God first, then to 
the school order,-and to one another in 
Christian fellowship. The grace and 
transforming power of God in indi- 
vidual lives was revealed as the Spirit 
led different ones to share their back- 
grounds and to magnify His faithful- 
ness in bringing them out of trying home 
situations, when the Lord saved them 
and filled them with His Holy Spirit. 

The Practical Work Department has 
been functioning briskly and with real 
results im many lives which have been 
touched by the students. Three street 
meetings are held each week by different 
groups and the assignments to Calvary 
Mission, which is sponsored by Glad 
Tidings Temp'e, have been fruitful in 
the salvation of souls through the stu- 
dents’ testimonies, by the ministry of 
the Word, and in the use of their musi- 
cal talent. 

Student groups visit the city and 
county jails each Sunday and the gospel 
has brought real responses from those 
who have been caught in the toils of the 
law.

‘and willing captivity of obedience to 


Christ (2 Corinthians, 10:5). It is God 
who goes before, giving repentance 
(v.25); then the work of His servant 
following is sure to be crowned with 
success, leading the convert. henceforth 
to ‘live to the will of God’ (Acts 22:14; 
1 Peter 4:2).” 

This comment sets forth, in my 
opinion, the correct interpretation of 
the text; and the rendering of the en- 
tire passage in the Revised Version, 
which I here transcribe, is, I believe, the 
correct rendering: - 

“And the Lord’s servant must not 
strive, but be gentle towards all; apt to 
teach, forbearing, in meekness correct- 
ing (or, instructing) them that oppose 
themselves; if peradventure God may 
give them fepentance unto the knowl- 
edge of the truth, and they may recover 


themselves (Gr. return to soberness) 


out of the snare of the devil, having 
been taken captive Cor, taken alive) by 
the Lord’s servant unto the will of God.” 

It is the devil’s will that we all be taken 
captive by him and that we be held in 
captivity. But the Lord has made pro- 
vision whereby the devil’s captives can 
be delivered from their captivity to sin, 
and made the Lord’s captives. Christ 
died, and rose, and ascended into 
heaven, and “He is able to save unto the 
uttermost all who come unto God by 
Him.” To be saved is to be made free 
from sin, and to be made free from sin 
is to become the servants of righteous- 
ness. Paul wrote, “Ye have obeyed from 


the heart that form of doctrine which 
was delivered you. Being then made 
free from sin, ye became the servants 
of righteousness” (Rom. 6:17, 18). This 
is the evangel which was preached. We 
are authorized to go forth in the name 
of the Lord and announce to sinners 
everywhere that if they will accept their 
Liberator, and swear fealty to Jesus 
Christ, they will be made free from 
bondage to Satan, that they may “serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear.” 

Let us be true to the task that has 
been assigned unto us. Then will suc- 
cess attend our efforts; and we shall be 
enabled, by the grace of God, and under 
the anointing of the Spirit, to “catch 
men. 

Would that, as Peter and his fellow- 
disciples, obeying their Lord, enclosed 
in their net “a great multitude of fishes,” 
and, afterwards, when they began the 
work of the ministry, succeeded in en- 
closing in the gospel net a multitude of 
souls, we might capture, not just the 
twos and threes merely, but the multi- 
tudes! And that they might be brought 
“into captivity to the obedience of 
Christ” for the purpose of doing the 
will of God!
